Going far beyond anything any of his predecessors undertook 
for the development of a professional diplomatic service, Presi­ 
dent Harding has set his face sternly against permitting the in­ 
fluences of politics to operate to the prejudice of the professional 
diplomats of the Nation. 
Circumstances require Mr. Harding to fill the major diplo­ 
matic offices with men whose chief recommendations are poli­ 
tical. Such posts as those at London. Paris and Rome are, almost 
of necessity, occupied, as in the past, by men who are more or less 
the personal representatives of the President as the constitutional 
agent for the initiation of international policies.

dent proposes that the men who have 
entered the diplomatic 
service of the United States as a career shall not become political 
footballs so long as his will prevails, nor shall the door to promo­ 
tion be closed to them by the avarice of politicians. 
It would be going too far, perhaps, to say that such men as 
Edwin V. Morgan, Ambassador to Brazil; Joseph C. Grew, Minis­ 
ter to Denmark; William Phillips, Minister to Holland, and Hugh 
Gibson, Minister to Poland, are to remain at the posts to which 
they were sent by the Wilson Administration, but they will not 
be reduced in rank nor appointed to other legations or embassies 
solely because their elevation nuppened to have been made by a 
Democratic Administration. 


WEEKS CUTS COST OF ARMY IN HAUF. 
The War Department has withdrawn $40,000,000 from cur­ 
rent appropriations to be returned to the United States Treasury 
as a result of a program of sweeping economy, Secretary Weeks 
asserts in a statement submitted to Representative Kahn, of Cali­ 
fornia, chairman of the House Military Affairs Committee. 
Among the important measures of economy effected in the 
War Department, Mr. Weeks names the reduction of transporta­ 
tion for personnel and supplies and the reduction of the civilian 
employes. In the last five months, he said 14,156 civilians have 
been dropped from the pay-roll of the War Department. 
By an exhaustive survey of real estate under the control of 
the War Department, he said ninety-seven parcels of land were 
determined as surplus and already part of it has been disposed of. 
“These withdrawals of more than $40,000,000 have been made 
to avoid, if possible, the necessity of creating a deficit.” 
Mr. 
Weeks said, “and of making a request to Congress to relieve the 
embarrassment which was referred to by the President in his 
message to Congress, returning with his approval the bill for 
the support of the army for the fiscal year 1922. 
“In an effort to finance the War Department on the appro­ 
priations made without the creation of a deficit orders have been 
issued for the abandonment of many army cantonments, the move­ 
ment of troops by marching, where practicable, the declaration 
of much material as surplus, and reforms in business administra­ 
tion. Among the most important articles declared surplus, both 
from the point of view of the sale value and the cost of operation 
if retained in service, was a- large number of ships of all classes, 
including army transports.” 
In other words, the War Department under the Harding Ad­ 
ministration will ask probably for about one-half of the amount 
for running expenses for a year as w as asked by Newton D. Baker, 
formerly Secretary of War.

The duel of the airplane and battleship staged off the Vir­ 
ginia Capes in June and July to determine the relative merits of 
the two arms in the newer type of naval warfare has failed to 
convince experts of the Joint Army and Navy Board that the bat­ 
tleship is obsolete.

The conclusions of the board, based upon exhaustive reports 
of the various “actions,” amount to arguments in favor of an 
immediate increase in army and navy air forces and a strengthen­ 
ing of ship and land defenses with anti-aircraft armaments.
